The Western Book Paper Men Recog- 
nize Necessity of It. 





It Will Include Millis in Wisconsin, Michigan, Ohio and 
Indiana—Good Demand for Product, but Prices Are 
Unsatisfactory and Profits Are Small—A Meet- 
ing Being Held in Chicago This Week. 





(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL] 
Curcaco, March 10, 1903.—Book paper manufacturers 
from Wisconsin, Michigan, Indiana and Ohio are now in 
session at the Auditorium Hotel considering the forma- 
tion of a selling corporation on the plan of the General 
Paper Company. About a dozen mills are represented, 
and it is likely that the meeting will not end until Thurs- 





day. It is probable that the selling agency plan will be 
put in operation. M. 
Appleton’s Idea of It. 
[PROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Appieton, Wis., March 9, 1903—A meeting of the 


manufacturers of book paper of the States of Wisconsin, 
Michigan, Ohio and Indiana is to be held at Chicago this 
week, at which it is hoped that action will be taken look- 
ing toward the formation of a selling agency to dispose of 
the product of the Western book mills. It is expected 
that the association will be patterned after the General 
Paper Company, which has been so successful in taking 
care of the mills making news and wrapping papers. 
Ever since the General Paper Company was organized 
there has been talk of a similar association of the book 
mills. Efforts have been made at one time and another to 
bring it about, but there has never before been the una- 
nimity of sentiment that now exists. For many months 
past the book business has been in a bad way. This has 
been due not so much to lack of orders as to low prices. 
The book mills have been busy every day, but since last 
fall the cost of manufacturing, according to a book manu- 
facturer with whom I talked, has increased not less than 
30 cents per hundred, while prices have actually gone otf 
10 to 15 cents per hundred. “Never since I have 
been in the business,” said this gentleman, “has it been so 
hard to figure a profit on book paper as it is at present. 
During the panic years six or seven years ago, when 
things were at their lowest apparently and we were mak- 
ing a quarter to a third less paper than we are today, 
there was more money in the business. The way busi- 
ness is conducted at present a little book mill making 
perhaps 10,000 pounds of paper a day-is able to fix the 
market price of paper for all the mills. New mills have 
been coming into the market with great regularity, and 
every one has suffered while they were getting business. 
The General Paper Company has stopped all this in the 
news and wrapping business, and we can stop it in the 
book business. I happen to know that if it had not been 
for the General Paper Company the price of news would 
have gone off half a cent a pound not many months ago. 
The demand eased off very materially, but no one knew 
about it, and after a few weeks became normal again, and 
the company without difficulty worked off the surplus and 
the price was not affected: Under the old way the manu- 
facturers would have been cutting prices to get business 
The General Paper Company acted as the needed balance 
wheel. There is no reason why the book business should 
not be handled in the same way. The jobbers would pre- 
fer to see it and would not object to having prices some- 
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what higher, as then they would know that their com- 
petitors were not underbuying them.” 

A preliminary meeting was held in Chicago about ten 
days ago, at which there was a very large representation 
of the book mills in the four States named, and the senti- 
ments expressed made it certain that there was a general 
agreement that the time was ripe for the launching of an 
enterprise such as outlined above. There are, of course, 
many things to be done, and it is probable that there will 
be some conflicting ideas that will have to be harmonized. 
The organization of the General Paper Company was in a 
time of storm and stress, but with the example before 
them of what it has accomplished the book men ought to 
have much less difficulty. Fox River. 


Where the Harmsworths May Build. 


Sr. Jonn, N. B., March 5, 1903.—A representative of the 
Messrs. Harmsworth, of London, proprietors of several 
British newspapers, today arranged to appear before the 
New Brunswick officials very soon to talk over proposed 
concessions relative to the establishment of a big paper 
making factory in Gloucester County. 

If satisfactory agreements can be reached, it is said that 
the English firm will expend about $2,500,000 in build- 
ing the plant on Nepisiquit River, near Grand Falls. An 
engineer is now testing the water power at that place. 

When Harold Harmsworth and several others were here 
last fall they inspected several sites for water plants in 
this province. That at Grand Falls suited them the best. 

The product of the industry will be solely news paper, 
and will be shipped to England. 





Hartford City Will Double Capacity. 


Hartrorp City, Ind., March 9, 1903.—The capacity of the 
Hartford City Paper Company is to be doubled, and the 
directors have decided that in view of the uncertainty of 
gas it would be advisable to equip the mill for coal fuel 
while they are placing additional equipments. 

A new 120 inch Fourdrinier paper machine will be added 
to the machine room, which will double the present out 
put, making a capacity of 35 to 40 tons of paper a day. 
New high pressure boilers of 150 pounds steam capacity 
will also be placed. 


Changes at Lewis Knerr Company’s Plant. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, March 9, 1903.—Some changes of im 
portance have occurred at the Lewis Knerr Paper Com- 
pany’s plant near Dayton, W. C. Procter, the widely 
known soap manufacturer of Ivorydale, becoming the pres- 
ident of the company, and C. L. La Boiteaux, of Cincin- 
nati, the secretary of the company. W. J. Haldeman, who 
has been connected with the trade in the valley for a num- 
ber of years, and who was actively interested in the Halde 
man Paper Company, at Lockland, Ohio, is the treasurer 
of the company, and has had charge of affairs at the local 
plant for some time. Mr. Knerr, it is wnderstood, retired 
the first of this month, and accompanying the report of 
the change is another of possibly still greater importance. 
It is stated that the Miller-Wood fibre board plant at 
Kokomo, Ind., has been purchased by the Lewis Knerr 
Paper Company or by the Cincinnatians who have secured 
the controlling interest in the local plant. G. H. Wood, of 
Kokomo, it is understood, will become the general man- 
ager. Mr. La Boiteaux is the sole sales agent, and is lo- 
cated in the Neave Building, Cincinnati. The Kokomo 
plant is large, and “will make a notable addition to the 
company’s holdings. Mr. Procter, it seems, is gaining quite 
a foothold in the paper business, while his partner has 
been doing likewise. M. V.

PAPER BAGS. 


A New Production of the Union 
Causes a Flutter. 


The New Discounts on This Bag—Price Said te Be Less Than 
Others Can Make It For—Union People Say It 
Is a Bag Made to Mect Low 
Priced Trade. 


“ 





The New York paper bag market was thrown into a 
flutter on Thursday of last week by the “discovery” that 
the Union Bag and Paper Company was offering the trade 
a new bag at a price that its competitors could not meet 
and make money. According:to the reports in circulation 
the sales agents of the Union were authorized to take or- 
ders for the new bag, and to guarantee their customers 
that the paper put into the bags would be identical with 
that used in the company’s “Peerless” and “Excelsior” 
bags. This is, of course, the unsupported allegation of the 
company’s rivals. As yet no name has been given the new 
bag, which: comes in special squares and flats of all sizes. 
The discount quoted on it is said to be 80, three 10s and 
5 per cent. Herein lies the trouble, for the bag men say 


that the “agreed” price on a bag of this weight and qual 
ity is 80, 10 and 5 per cent., an extra 5 per cent. being 
allowed on carload orders. The “agreement” referred to 


relates to the fact that the members of the United States 
Paper Bag Manufacturers’ Association agreed on January 
22 last to advance their prices 5 per cent., and to maintain 
the advance until the next meeting of the association. At 
the same time it was announced that the Continental Paper 
Bag Company had advanced its prices 10 per cent.” By 
these advances the list prices and discounts of all the bag 
companies became the same. The Union advanced prices 
10 per cent. last November. The officials of this company 
say that they were no party to any agreement, and that 
they have not changed the prices or discounts on their 
regular grades of bags since last November. The bag now 
offered to the trade, they say, is a special, cheap bag, made 
of a fair grade of paper, and intended to meet the demand 
of their customers for a cheap article. The paper that is 
put into the bag, they say, is not guaranteed to be equal 
to that put into any of the company’s other makes of bags. 

The appearance of the new bag has disturbed the mar- 
ket greatly, so the outside bag manufacturers report. 
These gentlemen say that at the price quoted they would 
lose money if they attempted to meet the price on the 
new bag. A 4 pound bag at 8o, three 10s and § sells at 
40 cents per thousand, so these men report. The actual 
cost of the paper that goes into a thousand such bags is 
39 cents, according to their figuring. Add to this 6 cents 
per thousand for making, and the actual manufacturing 
cost of the bags is 45 cents. From these figures it is seen 
that there is a loss of § cents on each thousand bags sold. 
To this loss the bag men say the cost of selling and de- 
livery should be added. As the price of bag paper has 
advanced from one-eighth to one-quarter of a cent Sigce 
January, the cost of their bags is even greater than in 
dicated above to manufacturers who have been 
paying the advanced price for their paper. 

According to the now in circulation the out- 
siders are not going to lose their customers without a 
fight. One of the concerns, said to be located in Balti- 
more, is reported “to have gone the Union one better,” 
by offering a good special bag, in squares and flats, at 
80, four 10s and § per cent. From this and similar reports

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MILL BUSINESS GOOD. 


Fair Demand in New York—Boston Reports Favorable Trade 
—Chicago Jobbers Busy—Philadelphia Trade Pair— 
March Business Opens Up Well. 











There is a very fair demand for paper in the New York 
market this week. Perfect satisfaction in regard to the 
state of trade, of course, is not to be found in all quarters. 
As a general thing, however, the mill men are content. 
The complaints, such as they are, come from the dealers 
in manilas. The disturbance in these papers is said to be 
due to the fact that certain of the smaller mills are in need 
of orders. But it is only in the cheaper grades of manilas 
that there is any weakness. On the so called No. 1 and 
No. 2 wood manilas there is, therefore, at this time, some 
little price cutting. To meet the figures quoted, the deal- 
ers and commission men are having a hard time tempora- 
rily because, as they say, their mill connections will not ac- 
cept business at the low prices and pay “decent” commis- 
sions on the business offered. This flurry in manilas at 
this time is disturbing. It is, however, not expected to 
last long as there is no money in the business at the re- 
ported prices. Outside of the stories afloat about 
cheap manilas, the market is firm. In regard to writings 
there are reports of advances to come. No positive ad- 
vances, however, have as yet been made. The only tangible 
item of news in regard to the prospective advance on writ- 
ings is the fact that a representative of one of the writing 
mills has informed his trade that his mill expects to put 
up its prices from one-half to 1 cent very soon. In the 
absence of a similar statement from the other sources of 
supply, the dealers in writings have not taken the matter 
seriously. In short they do not expect any change in 
writings. Book papers continue in very good demand. 
Some reports of a softening in prices on book are, of 
course, always on top. Just now there is the usual crop 
of bearish stories. These, however, come from the buyers 
who invariably say that “they can do better.” But from 
all accounts there has been no change in either super or 
machine finished book. In news paper there is this week 
no variation of the old tale of good business and firm 
prices. The news market is now steadier than it has been, 
and for this reason the impression has been created that 
it is weaker. No great change in it, however, has taken 
place. In boards the market is disturbed because all the 
paper box makers are now crying for delivery this month. 
In the jobbing trade all grades and kinds of paper are 
moving very well, despite the reports to the contrary.

Chicago Jobbers Report Active Business.

“In January the paper trade was very brisk,” said a 
prominent paper dealer last Friday. ““The February trade, 
however, was not so active, but the few days in March 
that have just passed indicate that there will be renewed 
activity in all lines of the paper trade. There is a great 
scarcity of the low priced papers, such as straw lining, 
rag lining, gray express papers, &c. Prices on these 
grades have advanced from to to 25 per cent., owing to 
the scarcity I have mentioned. Just now these papers are 
hard to get, but the situation seems to be easing some- 
what.” 

Other grades of paper show an active market on full 
prices. As a rule there is not much of a tendency toward 
weakness. The power of the steady and increasing de- 
mand, and the influence wielded by the large companies, 
keep the price of news and wrapping papers steady as a 
rule, so that the variations, if any, are in small figures. 
Writing papers, both in fine and medium grades, are 
enjoying a ready sale, but there is little that is deserving 
of comment beyond the usual routine. 

“It is becoming more and more apparent that margins 
in the paper business must be increased,” said a prominent 
dealer in wrapping papers recently. “On account of the 
teamsters’ and other unions and the increased cost of liv- 
ing we are forced to pay our help more than was formerly 
necessary, but the margins of profit have not increased in 
iike proportion. It is rapidly becoming a matter of ne- 
cessity for the paper dealers to get more money for their 
goods. The dealers in wrapping paper are peculiarly de- 
linquent in this respect, for, unlike those who carry fine 
papers, they have no club or association, nor have they 
even a common understanding. If six or eight of the 
leading wrapping paper houses here would get together 
and form a little club, where matters of interest could be 
freely discussed, I am sure that the service such an or- 
ganization could render would be invaluable.”

Good March Business in Miami Valley.

Dayton, Ohio, March 9, 1903.—The onward march of 
business continues with every probability of a more ex- 
tended continuance. The slow sales in the East during 
the month of February did not have a counterpart here, 
though, of course, in this immediate vicinity more attention 
is paid to manufacturing than to the jobbing trade. There 
were many interfering barriers, but March seems to have 
started well, and if it continues as at present there will be 
little cause for complaint.

Any comparison 
with the banner year in industrial circles is of interest, 
and ‘it seems only a case of waiting on the flight of time 
to record even more “banner years.” The trade was never 
in a better condition. There has been only one assign- 
ment of an old line paper mill company, and that occurred 
when break-ups were numerous during the panic, and was 
due, as stated, to bad collections. 

The valley is in the vortex of greater possibilities. New 
mills and large additions equal to entirely new plants are 
under projection, while the paper mill machinery interests 
are expanding. The recent reorganization of a Hamilton 
company will do more to bring this locality to the fore 
front among paper mill owners than any movement of 
late years. The entire world has, and will continue, to 


contribute to the prosperity of this concern, which has 


placed some of the largest products of its plant right in 
its own town, within a square or two of the factory, and 
it has likewise sent entire trains to the coast with modern 
mill machinery, to be transferred to ships and taken to 
te 


foreign ports. 












TRADE TOPICS IN LONDON. 


A Report to the Paper Makers’ Association on the Industry 
in the United States—Dividends by English Manu- 
facturers—The Labor Market. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Lonpvon, February 26, 1903.—The Paper Makers’ Asso- 
ciation held its annual meeting at the Hotel Metropole to- 
day, and a feature of the meeting was a report by William 
Dyson, general secretary of the Amalgamated Society of 
Paper Makers, as to what he saw on his recent trip to 
America as a member of the Industrial Commission of Al- 
fred Moseley. 

Mr. Dyson considered that the standard of education in 
America is much higher than here. He was also 
struck with the natural resources of the country, a formid- 
able factor, and further, he said, the cost of carriage from 
the United States to this country is no more (probably 
less) than from the North to the South of England. Con- 
sidering that our markets are open to them, it is easy to 
see what we have to contend against. Concerning details 
of manufacture, Mr. Dyson says “there is no doubt that 
we are lagging behind, the mechanical equipment of the 
average American mill being superior to the average mill 
in this country, not only in the shape of labor saving ma- 
chinery, but also in the machinery actually necessary for 
paper making, the idea being that from the time the raw 
material enters the mill to get as much made into the fin- 
ished article in the shortest possible time, and everything 
necessary in the process is regulated and controlled by this 
desire.” Very few beaters have a capacity of less than 
1,000 pounds, and in one mill Mr. Dyson saw beaters of 
2.500 pounds each, all run at a high speed. Refining en- 
gines are found practically in every mill. The machines, he 
said, were built for going ahead. The width varied, but the 
majority of the machines were 100 inches wide and over, 
in one case as high as 163 inches. The average speed of 
“fast’’ machines could be taken at 400 to 420 feet per 
minute, although there were machines running at 500, and 
in one case at 520 feet per minute. The work of the at- 
tendants was no more arduous than in this country, and 
certainly easier when putting on wires and felts, the latest 
mechanical appliances being adopted for lifting breast rolls. 
couchers and press rolls. Mr. Dyson said that he knew of 
an instance where a wire was put on a 124 inch machine 
in one hour and twenty minutes from the time of stopping 
the machine to starting it up again. The hours worked in 
American mills averaged higher than in this country, 
while wages varied in the different districts. The conclu- 
sion arrived at by Mr. Dyson was that “the Americans 
are ahead of us in paper making at the present time, not 
only by reason of the natural advantages possessed by 
them, but by the adoption of labor saving machinery and 
the ‘superior mechanical equipment necessary for paper 
making.” This improvement, Mr. Dyson admits, was in 
many cases due to the fact that many of the mills are of 
more recent construction than our own, and that the paper 
makers have practically begun where we have left off. In 
the older mills it is also easy to see, points out Mr. Dyson, 
that no expense was spared to keep pace with the times 
by- constantly renewing the machinery whenever neces- 
sary, and there is no doubt that if we are to hold our own, 
we shall have to adopt American methods in this respect. 
Providing we are prepared to do this, Mr. Dyson ex- 
pressed himself as not at all afraid for the future of the 
trade in this country. 

The association has opened a “rendezvous” in the Angus 
Motel, New Bridge street, where rooms are provided for 
the use of visiting members of the trade on Tuesday and 
Friday. There are rooms for reading and correspondence, 
and a dining room that accommodates about thirty persons. 
The rooms are private in every way, even to the entrance. 

According to the labor correspondents of the Board of 
Trade, employment in the paper trade remained practically 
unchanged during January, and was about the same as a 
year ago. The percentage of unemployed union members 
at the end of the month was accordingly 2.1, compared with 
2.2 per cent, in December, and 2.4 per cent. in January, 
1902. 

The directors of the United Alkali Company have recom- 
mended a dividend of 7 per cent. per annum on preference 
shares. ‘ 

Annandale & Son, Limited, of Polton, have declared a 
dividend of 10 per cent. on the ordinary shares. The bal- 
ance to the credit and loss account at December 27, 1902, 
amounts to £11,904, and it is proposed to place to credit of 
depreciation and reserve account £1,500, to write off £2,500 
from the cost of the new finishing house and £290 off the 
outlay on new machitery and plant during the year.

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FLOOD IN THE MIAMI VALLEY. 


Rivers Never Higher Since the Freshet of 1896—Heavy 
Losses Avoided by Early and Energetic Work— 
Damages Repaired. 


[PROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, March 9, 1903.—The heavy rains which 
have been falling in this neighborhood have created con- 
siderable consternation among the mill owners, but so far 
as ascertainable all damages entailed by the storms have 
been repaired without great delay in operating the various 
plants. The rivers in this immediate vicinity were never 
higher since the flood of 1896 than during the past week, 
the Mad, Miami and Stillwater being on the rampage. 
On the Mad and Miami and their tributaries are located 
many large plants, and naturally the swollen streams inter- 
fered to some extent with operations. 

Middletown was threatened with a disaster, but for- 
tunately it was avoided through the energetic work of sev- 
eral citizens who happened to be standing at the head- 
gates at the State dam, a mile above that town, and who 
noticed that the embankment had caved in, leaving a hole 
20 feet deep and about 10 feet wide. The cave in was 
caused by the water undermining the foundation of the 
headgates, and almost one-half of the width of the bank 
was drawn in. Had not the alarm been given immediately, 
and repairs made by men and teams within a half hour’s 
time, more of the embankment would have been washed 
away, and the rushing waters of the Great Miami River 
would have swept down the valley, engulfing almost every- 
thing within their wake. 

Victor Denny, the superintendent of the canal, acted 
promptly and secured a force of 200 men and a number 
of teams, repairing the break in quick order. It was timely 
action that counted. Much damage was done throughout 
the valley, but more especially to roads, levees and bridges. 
There was great danger of the temporary bridge over the 
Miami at Main street, Dayton, being washed away. It 
was weakened considerably, and traffic was suspended. 

The Hydraulic dam of the Hamilton and Rossville Com- 
pany, near the headgates, was seriously threatened. About 
200 feet of the dam was washed away. The company had 
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just completed a $500 repair job, and it had a large quan- 
tity of stone on the river bank, to be used in reconstruc- 
tion, but this was washed down the river, and the partially 
completed construction undermined. The work of repair- 
ing the dam will be delayed because of the high water. 
The company supplies power to a number of valley paper 
mills. M, V. 





C. W. Ives in Bankruptcy. 

New Haven, Conn., March g, 1903.—Charles W. Ives, 
of 219 Water street, a dealer in rags and paper stock, has 
filed a petition in bankruptcy at the office of the United 
States Court in Hartford. The assets are $36,991.55, and 
the liabilities $11,095.10. The assets consist principally of 
stock in several mining and other corporations. Other as- 
sets consist of book accounts and stock in trade. 

There are sixty creditors, seventeen of whom belong in 
this city. Most of the claims are small. Attorneys inter- 
ested in the case believe that the estate will pay 100 cents 
on the dollar. This will be possible if the assets are as 
valuable as represented. 

Two attachments have been made against the concern this 
week. One was for $37.34 by P. B. O Brien, and the other 
for $288.16 by the Dunbarton Flax Spinning Company, of 
New York. The sheriff attached the place on Water street 
and a keeper has been in charge several days. 

The petition is filed by Mr. Ives as an individual, and 
has nothing whatever to do with the C. W. Ives Company, 
which was incorporated about a year ago. The corpora- 
tion owns the Water street building in which the rag busi- 
ness is carried on. 


Lafayette Box Board Company. 

LarayettTe, Ind., March 9, 1903.—The Lafayette Box 
Board Company is clearing the site for its straw board 
mill. Several houses were purchased, and these are being 
torn down to give place to the building to be erected by the 
company. The work of tearing away the old tenement 
houses has been begun. The company will begin work on 
the foundations for its building as soon as the ground can 
be cleared amd the material delivered. By the agreement 
with the city, the mill is to be in operation by the rst of 
next January.

The Kansas City Star’s Paper Mill. 

Kansas City, Mo., March 7, 1903.—The Kansas City 
Star, in speaking of its new paper mill, says: “Edward 
O’Keefe, of the firm of O’Keefe & Orbison, Appleton, Wis., 
architects of the Kansas City Star’s Paper Mill, arrived 
in Kansas City recently to note the progress of the work 
of construction, and to develop plans for later work. 

“The exterior walls of the main building, 300 by 120 
feet, are completed, and the roof trusses are placed in posi- 
tion. The extraordinarily heavy foundations for the two 
great paper machines, each of which is 200 feet long, have 
long been ready. A telegram from the builders of-the ma- 
chines, Rice, Barton & Fales Machine and Iron Company, 
of Worcester, Mass., reports that one of them is completed 
and will be shipped within a few days. 

“R. C. Partington, who will be the superintendent of the 
Star’s mill, has arrived and is in consultation with Mr. 
O’Keefe. Mr. Partington was for many years superintend- 
ent of the Hennepin Paper Company’s Mill, at Little Falls, 
Minn. 

“Last week contracts were made for the ground wood 
pulp supply of the Star’s mill, which will amount to 3o 
tons a day. To this will be added 10 tons of sulphite pulp 
daily. 

“The water supply is drawn from six wells to a central 
pipe connecting with the pump in the mill. The wells are 
in a lot at the corner of Woodland avenue and Front 
street. Each well is 76 feet deep, and the well pipes are 8 
inches in diameter. The wells are from 50 to 75 feet from 
this room. The room is circular, 15 feet in diameter and 
12 feet beneath the surface of the ground. From this cen- 
tral point the water is drawn through a 10 inch pipe by a 
12 inch triplex pump to the mill, 1,000 feet distant. The 
capacity of the six wells is 1,000,000 gallons every twenty- 
four hours. 

“The pump is 12 feet long and 2 feet in diameter. It 
stands within a pit 15 feet in diameter and 17 feet deep. 
From this pump the pipes are radiated to the machinery 
in every section of the plant for the water to be consumed 
in the manufacture of paper. 

“The mechanism of the pipes is such that any one of the 
six may be shut off at any time without disturbing the 
supply of the others.”

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OHIO’S “ DOUBLE LIABILITY.” 


An Echo of the Franklin Paper Company—An Effort to 
Hold a Stockholder Under the Clause Referred to— 
Circuit Court Decides That He Is Liable. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, March 9, 1903.—A decision of more 
than passing interest has been rendered by the Circuit 
Court in the matter of double liability. Some time ago 
Sullivan N. Smith, who formerly resided in this city, 
came here on a visit, and his movements, it appears, 
became known to the officers, who attempted to serve a 
summons upon him compelling him to appear in court 
and show why he was not liable under the Ohio law as a 
stockholder of a defunct Franklin paper company. The 
Ohio law compels double liability, it will be recalled, and 
Mr. Smith was not anxious to pay for a “dead horse.” 
Anyone in the same position would appreciate how he 
might feel about the matter. It so happened that Mr. 
Smith “got wind” of the presence of foreign officers in 
this city, and, as he had come from a pretty swift town— 
Muncie, Ind.—he didn’t propose to be caught napping ‘n 
a one horse village like Dayton. So he sprinted in good 
shape and managed to scamper from one place to an- 
other, remaining under cover until he was finally over- 
taken, when he submitted with good grace and enjoyed a 
hearty laugh over his predicament, notwithstanding that 
it meant a bitter fight to avoid a $10,000 liability. 

This fight came subsequently, and was pushed to the 
very limit and defended to the utmost by Mr. Smith, who 
is a man worth probably more than $75,000. 

The judgment of the Circuit Court was that Mr. Smith 
is liable, and action will be instituted against him in the 
United States Court, if, indeed, the same has not already 
been brought, at Indianapolis.

Paper Making at the St. Louis Fair. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 


AppLeton, Wis., March 9, 1903.—Stephen W. Bolles, 
representing the World’s Fair, to occur next year at St 
Louis, has been in the Fox River Valley for several days 
of late, calling upon the paper manufacturers with a view 
to interesting them in the project of making suitable ex- 
hibits at the great show. He has been getting their ideas 
in regard to the best way of exploiting the paper products 
of this State. While his plan is not fully matured he 
thinks it would be desirable to make a comprehensive 
show of the products of the mills of the Fox River in a 
single group. To this he is thinking of adding a large 
map showing the entire Fox River Valley in relief, with 
the location and characteristics of all the paper mills. It 
is possible that a small paper mill in operation may be 
shown on the grounds, but this is a detail not yet fully 
settled upon. As illustrative of the immense scale upon 
which the new fair buildings are being constructed, Mr. 
Bolles states that the Agricultural Building, which is to 
be the largest on the grounds, will have as much floor 
space as all the principal exhibition buildings of the Chi- 
cago fair combined. Fox RIveER.

Stevens Pornt, Wis., March 9, 1903.—The largest con- 
tract for a commercial improvement ever let at one time 
in the cities of the Wisconsin Valley has just been 
awarded.

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POLLUTING LAKE CHAMPLAIN. 


It Is Charged That Two Pulp Mills, One Making Soda and 
the Other Sulphite Pulp, Are to Be Prosecuted 
on This Charge. 


Apany, N. Y., March 9, 1903.—Proceedings are about 
to be begun by residents along Lake Champlain against 
the pollution of the lake by two pulp mills, which, it is 
alleged, have succeeded in evading the law against the pol- 
lution of waters in which game fish are to be found. 

Complaints are being prepared for presentation to the 
Forest, Fish and Game Commission and to the State 
Board of Health of this State. Appeal is to be made to 
the Vermont authorities to take action through the United 
States courts to restrain the continuance of the abuse. 

It is asserted by property owners along the lake that 
poisonous substances are being discharged from the Bou- 
quet and Ausable rivers in such large quantities that unless 
the practice is stopped fishing in the lake will be ruined 
within a few years. 

All attempts to put a stop to the pollution have failed. 
Major J. Warren Pond, chief game protector of the Forest, 
Fish and Game Commission, knows that the pollution is 
going on, but asserts that the law is inadequate to end it. 
He asserts that the difficulty lies in proving to the satis- 
faction of the courts that poisons have been permitted to 
enter the water in sufficient quantities to kill the fish. 

Residents who are complaining of the poisoning of the 
lake do not.agree with Major Pond that sufficient evidence 
cannot be obtained to prevent pollution, at least by the 
mill which is located on the Bouquet River. The mill has 
been in operation since 1890. Soon after it started Major 
Pond brought an action against it, which resulted in an 
alleged promise on the part of the owners that they would 
construct a pool to collect the chemicals discharged from 
their mill. 

In spite of this alleged promise, the evil continued until 
Governor Roosevelt’s term, when the Forest, Fish and 
Game Commission employed special counsel and brought 
another action. On the defendants’ promise to offend no 
longer, the action was discontinued. 

Soon afterward the Forest, Fish and Game Commission 
was merged with the Forest Preserve Board, a new set of 
officials took control and the owners of the mill, it is 
alleged, forgot their promise. 

There is a prospect that the difficulty may be solved by

the passage of the bill introduced by Senator Stewart, of 
Ithaca, which seeks to prevent the pollution of the water 
supply. Although this measure was suggested by the epi- 
demic of typhoid fever in Ithaca, it is general in its terms 
and would apply equally to the Lake Champlain region. 
It provides that factories shall not discharge noxious sub- 
stances into lakes or streams without obtaining a permit 
from the State Board of Health, and imposes upon them 
the duty of reporting annually in such a manner that dis- 
regard of the law will be made evident immediately. 


OBITUARY. 


James COLLINs. 

Pawtucket, R. I., March 9, 1903.—James Collins, who 
died last week after a short illness, was a native of County 
Monaghan, Ireland, and was born in 1820. He worked on 
a farm in his native place until he was twenty-four years 
of age, when he came to this country and located in Paw- 
tucket. He lived on a farm in Providence three years, 
and afterward eighteen months as an overseer at the 
Butler Insane Hospital. For three years he was a fireman 
on the Providence and Worcester Railroad, and in 1856 he 
entered business as a dealer in waste and paper, the firm 
being Collins, Kelly & Masterson, of Providence, and in 
1894 he retired from business. In politics he was a Demo- 
crat, and in 1886, the first year of the city government, he 
was chosen a member of the common council from the 
Fifth Ward. He assisted in organizing the St. Mary’s 
Temperance Society, and for seven years he was treasurer 
of St. Mary’s Church. He is survived by three sons and 
two daughters. 


Rosert J. Beacu. 

Robert J. Beach, one of the prominent residents of Glen 
Ridge, N. J., died at his home last week, after a three 
months illness of heart trouble. 

Mr. Beach was born at Catskill, N. Y., sixty-five years 
ago, and for many years was a paper manufacturer with a 
plant at Walkill, N. Y. He resided in Bloomfield at the 
outbreak of the Civil War, and enlisted in Company F, 
Twenty-sixth New Jersey Volunteers, ranking as first 
lieutenant. On the field at the battle of Fredericksburg 
he was promoted for bravery to the rank of captain. 

Captain Beach was one of the organizers of the West- 
minster Presbyterian Church in Bloomfield, and for years 
was the superintendent of its Sunday school. At the time 
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of his death he was an elder in the church. He took au 
active interest in all matters pertaining to the welfare of 
the town and borough, and at one time served on the 
Township Committee of the old town of Bloomfield. He 
leaves a widow and two sons. 


Jostan Murr. 

Morristown, N. J., March 9, 1903.—Josiah Muir, for 
many years prominent in the local business world, died last 
week at his home, in Ridgedale avenue, at the age of 
ninety-one years. Until two years ago the deceased en- 
joyed excellent health. 

Mr. Muir was the pioneer in the development of the 
pasteboard industry, and until his mills were burned, ten 
years ago, he manufactured paper and pasteboard on a 
large scale. He was also the inventor of the paper car 
wheel. He was born in New Vernon. 


W. A. Stuart in a Railroad Wreck.

Dayton, Ohio, March 9, 1903.—W. A. Stuart, a well 
known paper broker. otherwise known throughout the 
Miami Valley as “Billy” Stuart, is congratulating himself, 
while his friends are also showering him with congratula- 
tions, over his escape from a horrible death on the New 
York Central, near Syracuse, N. Y., last week. It was 8 
o’clock at night, a few miles from Syracuse, when the 
Southwestern Limited struck a caboose which was on the 
main: track. The collision resulted in considerable of a 
wreck, three men in the caboose being instantly killed. 
The engine was ruined, while the dining car was wrecked 
and the entire train was derailed. The car occupied by 
Mr. Stuart and his brother, C. M. Stuart, of Albany, 
N. Y., who was accompanied by his wife, almost toppled 
over. bumping along the ties and causing a panic. All 
were more or less severely hurt and shaken up, but for- 
tunately escaped dangerous injuries. M. V.

out adopting any radical measures, and all in all has served 
its stockholders to their satisfaction. 

The Western book paper men have noted its success, 
and have desired to profit by it. That desire has become 
so general among the book paper men of Wisconsin, Mich- 
igan, Indiana and Ohio that it has led to meetings, one of 
which at this writing is in session in Chicago. According 
to reports received here yesterday, it is probable that a 
selling company will be organized on the plan of the Gen- 
eral Paper Company. 

The book paper market has not been in a satisfactory 
condition. There has been a heavy demand for product, 
but prices have not advanced proportionately with the ad- 
vances in the prices of raw materials. As a natural conse- 
quence, the book paper maker, crowded between rising coal, 
soda sulphite and labor markets and an almost stationary 
price in the paper market, has not reaped that reward in 
the way of profits to which he feels he is entitled. By 
means of the proposed organization he hopes to better his 
condition, and we trust that he may. 


Water Conservation. 

New York State is apparently awakening to the necessity 
of water conservation. She has need to, and when she 
takes the action that she should she will only be follow- 
ing the good example set by Massachusetts, Connecticut, 
Rhode Island, and very many others.

When the work is done it is as- 
sessed by the local boards of assessors upon the property 
benefited, the State board merely indicating the amount 
which each city, town or village is to raise. The State 
pays for only a share of the work when it is a benefit to 
navigation or to the perfection of health conditions. The 
public works inaugurated by the commission are to remain 
under the charge of the State. 

The measure would seem to-meet the requirements of the 
occasion, and as it is unanimously supported by all who 
have knowledge enough to have opinions worth anything, 
it should be promptly passed by the Legislature and signed 
by the Governor. 


The Associations. 

The United States and the British paper manufacturers’ 
associations held their annual meetings on the same day. 
Tue Paper Trape Journat told all about the former the 
next morning after the event, and gives the main points 
of the latter in another column of this issue. 

The leading feature of the British meeting was a lecture 
on United States paper making, by William Dyson, gen- 
eral secretary of the Amalgamated Paper Makers, who last 
year visited this country as a member of the Industrial 
Commission sent out by Alfred Moseley. Mr. Dyson was 
not at all backward in telling the British manufacturers 


the faults of their system as compared with ours. He 


pointed out that their mills were not to be compared with 
ours in equipment or efficiency, ours having begun where 
theirs left off; 
that their men were not the equal of ours; that they did 


that their machines were not as speedy; 


not work under as good conditions, and several other 
things that, while not pleasant to hear, will be of sub- 
stantial benefit to his audience if they take his words to 
heart. Mr. Dyson certainly jarred Conservatism off her 
perch by what he said. 

However, be that as it may, the British association is 
ahead of ours in that it has a headquarters, at least on Tues 


days and Fridays. If the British paper maker goes to 


London on other days he must care for himself as best he 
may, but on these two days of the week he has provided 
for him a club at which he can rest, read, write, lunch and 


meet his friends. Our association has not yet a rendezvous 


even on two days a week. It hopes to have one for six 


days in the week, and its hopes will probably be realized 
before many months. 

It looks as though somebody was going to bring up a 
water pollution case, or perhaps cases, in New York State. 
From Albany comes the news that complaints are to be 
lodged against two mills, one making soda fibre and the 
other sulphite fibre, the charge being that the waters of 
two rivers and of Lake Champlain are being polluted by 
the discharge from these mills. One of these mills espe- 
cially is pointed out as an old offender, but it should be 
borne in mind that this very mill has spent a great deal 
of money to prevent the very thing as to which complaint 
is now made. It should also be remembered that pollution 
frequently comes from sources other than paper and pulp 
mills, and that the sins of manufacturers in other lines 
should not be laid on the pulp or paper man’s shoulders. 
The two latter have no desire to maintain nuisances. They 
want to conduct their mills so that they will be a benefit 
to the community, instead of an injury. All they ask is 
fair treatment, and that they, as well as other people, have 
rights that are to be regarded. 


We have not a great deal to congratulate ourselves on 
this week in the matter of the export of paper, except pos- 
sibly that it is no smaller. The value of the paper shipped 
fromthe port of New York is $38,226, an amount that 
might have been sufficient some years ago, but is not. up 
to the mark at present. Of course our home demand is 
interfering with our foreign shipments, as it has for some 
time, there not being enough product to spare for foreign 
buyers. Pretty soon, however, we will have mills enough 
to supply the needs of both home and foreign markets. 
Of the week’s business, Australia took the lion’s share, her 
purchases aggregating $23,613. Other buyers and _ the 
amount of their bills were: Amsterdam, $2,660; Brazil, 
$1,438; British West Indies, $1,732; Cuba, $1,534; Mexico, 
$1,372. 

According to the figures of Dominion Statistician John- 
son, the pulp output of Canada in 1902 decreased some 
24,613 tons. There were thirty-five mills engaged in the 
industry, the output of which was 240,989 tons, of which 
155,210 tons were mechanical pulp, 76,735 tons sulphite, and 
9,044 tons soda. The corresponding amounts in 1901 were: 
Mechanical, 169,362 tons; sulphite, 84,500 tons; soda, 10,- 
740 tons; a total of 264,602 tons, a decrease of 24,613 tons. 
Compared with 1902 the decreases were in mechanical 
pulp, 14,150 tons; soda, 1,696 tons; sulphite, 7,755 tons. 
The value of the pulp output in 1902 was $4,383,182, of 
which there was exported $2,511,644, as follows: Great 
Britain, $976,192; United States, $1,598,139, and other 
countries, $17,333. 


The Miami Valley has been indulging in a flood experi- 
ence.

At no time can paper 
manufacturers afford to have dams broken and flumes 
torn out by freshets, but least of all when the call for 
product is as active as it is now.

Here is a chance for the American paper 
barrel manufacturer to add to his export line, provided he 
has no objections to having his barrels used as receptacles 
for wine.

Maine Lumber Fight Ends. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 

Bancor, Me., March 9, 1903.—A compromise has been 
effected between the Penobscot lumber men and the Great 
Northern Paper Company in the controversy over the con- 
trol of the waters of the west branch of the Penobscot 
River, where the paper company has a $4,000,000 plant, 
which requires a great deal of water for its operation. 

By the terms of the compromise the Great Northern Pa- 
per Company is to drive all west branch logs as far as 
Quakish Lake at 70 cents per 1,000, and there turn the 
down river logs over to the Penobscot Log Driving Com- 
pany, which will drive them the remainder of the distanc< 
to boom. The Great Northern guarantees a 13 foot head vi 
water on the North Twin Dam for the driving of the down 
river logs. 

The bill now before the Legislature will be amended 
accordingly and passed without delay. Thus ends the 
greatest controversy in the history of Maine lumbering.

The Perrine Paper Company’s Case. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, March 9, 1903.—In the involuntary bank- 
ruptcy case of Samuel Hiltz & Son et al. against the Per- 
rine Paper Company, of Franklin, the defendant hag 
filed a schedule of its assets and liabilities in the United 
States District Court. The petition to have the defendant 
declared a bankrupt was filed January 22 as previously 
stated, and the company made its assignment three days 
prior to that date. 

From the schedule it is apparent that the paper com- 
pany’s indebtedness is even larger than at first intimated, 
though no statement of a definite character would be made 
by the assignee at that time. The total indebtedness is 
$62,720.30, of which $51,036.92 is on unsecured claims, and 
$10,350 on secured claims. 

As to assets it appears that the company owns real es- 
tate valued at $15,000, but it is mortgaged for $10,000, while 
the stock in trade and the machinery are valued at $5,000.

Contracts have been awarded for the construction of the 
new pulp and paper mills of the Consolidated Water Power 
and Papers Company at Grand Rapids, Mich. In addition 
to these mills the same company has let contracts for the 


construction of a flouring mill, elevator, power transmis- 
sion plant and office building. The buildings will all be 
of stone and brick. 


The Case Manufacturing Company, Unionville, Conn., 
has started up its new 100 horse power steam engine for 
driving the three paper machines. The company has added 
a new beating engine of 1,000 pounds. It has orders for 
its electric and pattern papers and patent roofing paper 
finished in oil and waterproof, besides its No. 1 fibres, 
manila and other grades, for one year. The company has 
never been so prosperous as the past year. 


As the result of a mysterious accident at the Uncas 
Paper Mill in Thamesville, Conn., early last Thursday 
morning, John Strekaus lies at Backus Hospital with a 
fractured skull.

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UNITED STATES TIMBER SUPPLY.” 


The Outlook as Seen by Dr. B,'E, Fernow, Director New 
York State College of Forestry, Cornell 
University, Ithaca, N. Y. 








As Cotta pointed out a hundred years ago, forestry is a 
child of necessity. It is only when the wood supplies 
grown by unaided nature are exhausted or near exhaus- 
tion, and when it becomes apparent that reproduction is 
not replacing the harvested virgin crop as rapidly as re- 
quired, that forestry—systematic utilization and reproduc- 
tion of wood supplies—becomes necessary. 

While much has been said and written regarding the 
influence of forest cover on climate and water flow as 
calling for the application of forestry, it should be under- 
stood that these considerations apply mainly to specified 
localities, that some of the claimed beneficial influences 
ate often questionable or at least unproven, and that, more- 
over, the forest effects may be secured incidentally. The 
supply question remains uppermost and is the more im- 
portant. 

It behooves, then, every forester to find justification for 
his art and for his own existence in the answer to the in- 
quiry which will bring out the fact that natural supplies 
are waning and are not being replaced as fast as con- 
sumed. 

Such inquiry involves knowledge, on one hand, of the 
consumption of wood products in the given country, the 
possibility and probability of substituting other materials 
and the opportunity of supplying it wholly or in part by 
importations; and, on the other hand, knowledge of the 
amount of standing timber ready for. use, the condition of 
the forest areas, as far as promise of reproduction is con- 
cerned, and the rapidity with which such new growth 
may become available. 

Ten years ago the Chief Geographer of the United 
States Geological Survey came out in print refuting the 
writer’s contention that a more conservative and rational 
forest policy in the United States was needed, because, he 
asserted, the relations of forest growth to climate, soil and 
water conditions are presumably of no practical significance, 
and because, in his opinion, the timber growth in the 
United States is certainly renewing itself much faster 
than it is being consumed. 

This year, by a peculiar irony of fate, the Chief Geog- 
rapher, now also in charge of the survey of the Federal 
forest reserves, furnishes, as compiler of the Statistics of 
the Lumber Industry, in the Twelfth Census, the most 
satisfactory data upon which to discuss the supply ques- 
tion and to prove wrong his position of ten years ago. 

As I have pointed out elsewhere, both the gathering and 
the interpretation of statistics of forest industries are be- 
set with more difficulties than are encountered in most 
other industries, largely because of their very diversified 
character and the very scattered and inaccessible locations 
of their sources. All census statistics have the tendency 
to remain below the truth—‘some little pigs will not let 
themselves be counted”—and the statistics of forest prod- 
ucts are probably more subject to this defect than others. 

The final object of census statistics is, of course, to 
furnish basis not only for comparison between the various 
industries, bringing out their relative importance, but also 
to record the progress of development from decade to 
decade. ™ 

Unfortunately for this last object especially, the absence 
of a uniform method of enumeration from census to census, 
added to the variable success of enumerators in securing 
information, renders the data of uneven value. A direct 
comparison would lead to erroneous conclusions. Proper 
allowances must be made for defects, variable from census 
to census, and only very general deductions as to ten- 
dencies are admissible. 

With this warning against the mathematical use and 
interpretation of available forest statistics we propose 
to present the data of the last census, and draw our con- 
clusions as to the probable status of the timber supply 
question in the United States. 

The census of 1900 for the first time seems to have se- 
cured tolerably full. although still incomplete, statistics of 
the lumber industry of the United States, which show 
that the estimate of the writer, made a few years ago, of 
40,000,000,000 feet, board measure, annual consumption, in- 
cluding all material requiring log and bolt size, is as near 
the truth as it can be possibly stated. The saw mill 
product is placed by the census as 35,000,000,000 feet, pre- 
cisely the amount which the writer deduced from the re- 
ported saw mill capacity in 1808, and the allowance of 
5,000,000,000 feet for amounts not enumerated, such as 
staves, headings, railroad ties, round and hewn timber 
used locally, telegraph poles, &c., is, indeed, hardly suf- 
ficient. Since, however, in the census statistics there are 
undoubtedly duplications, we may perhaps still adhere, 
for all purposes of economic discussion, to our round

figure of 40,000,000,000 as representing fairly the present 
annual consumption. The summary of the 1900 census 
of the saw mills, planing mills and timber camps stands 
as follows, saw mill product, output of planing mills, cus- 
tom work, &c., and product of timber camps being mixed 
together :

The figure of $318,000,000 represents the cost of the logs 
and all other materials at the various mills which pro- 
duced the 35,000,000,000 feet of lumber and whatever other 
products were produced in the mills. 

The saw mills alone seem to have produced from ma- 
terials valued at $226,000,000 a product valued at $423,000,- 
000. In addition to the 35,000,000,000 feet of lumber, val- 
ued at $342,000,000, representing 81 per cent. of the whole, 
the following materials were produced at the mills:

The mill product outside the lumber value was, there- 
fore, in round numbers, $70,000,000. 

While these represent reported amounts from: regular 
mills and logging camps connected with them, the inde- 
pendent lumber camps added 3,383,000,000 feet of logs 
cut for mills, valued at $20,600,000, and other materials, 
like logs for export, hewn timber, railway ties, posts, 
masts, spars, handies and cooperage stock, &c., aggre- 
gating about $15,000,000. 

One very important item which apparently is not in- 
cluded in the above statements, the pulp wood, forms the 
subject of a special census, and adds over 2,500,000 cords 
of log or bolt size material to the above. The consump- 
tion of this manufacture alone has more than trebled in 
the last decade. 

In addition to these enumerated amounts, there must 
be allowance made, not only for what has escaped the 
enumerator in the regular wood consuming establish- 
ments, but also the very large amount of fuel wood con- 
sumption and other wood cut on farmers’ wood lots for 
home use, which in some other part of the census is 
valued at about $110,000,000, According to the Tenth 
Census (1880), our consumption of fuel wood was at that 
time 146,000,000 cords, or 2.9 cords per capita. Assuming 
a substantial per capita reduction of this item, owing to 
the increased use of coal, we may still place the present 
fuel wood consumption at not less than 180,000,000 cords. 

Now, in order to place all these items in a form which 
makes them comparable to statements of wood produc- 
tion, it becomes necessary to translate them into a unit 
measure, the cubic foot. . 

Such reduction brings the consumption of material, for 
which log and bolt sizes are indispensable, conservatively 
to about 7,000,000,000 cubic feet (probably nearer 8,000,- 
000,000), and since most of our fuel wood is cut from sim- 
ilar material we are perfectly safe in placing our total 
consumption of “timber wood” (over 3 inches in diameter), 
for this general discussion, at not less than 25,000,000,000 
cubic feet, an average figure which the writer has used be- 
fore as sufficiently near for an average of the last decade. 

The next question is, Are we increasing or decreasing 
our wood consumption? That, as the population in- 
creases, our total consumption increases will appear nat- 
ural, but that the per capita consumption has also con- 
stantly ‘increased, in spite of the enormously increased 
production of coal, iron, steel and the use of other sub- 
stitutes, will not so easily be admitted. For such an in- 
vestigation the defects in the gathering of census statistics 
above cited become fatal. Nevertheless, if the dispropor- 
tionate difference between the increase of population and 
of the consumption is very large, we are safe at least to 
recognize a tendency. 

Taking the census figures as reported for the lumber in- 


. 


dustry for the last five decades, the increases from decad+ 
to decade show the following percentages: 


1860. 1870. 1880. 1890. 1960. 
Cost of raw materials.... 57 132 41 66 31 
Value of lumber product. 60. 117 II 88 29 
Increase in population... 36 2 25 22 


Or if we compare conditions at the beginning of the 
period (1850) and at the end (1900), in the fifty years the 
population grew by 4.6 per cent.* per annum in the aver- 
age, namely, from 23.2 to 76.3 millions; the value of lum- 
ber product by 17 per cent., namely, from 60.4 to 5668 
million dollars, and the cost of materials by 20 per cent., 
namely, from 28 to 317.9 million dollars. Making every 
allowance for defects in the statistics and for advance in 
prices, the difference is so large that a great increase in 
wood consumption per capita can be confidently deduced. 

If we compare only the figures for the last twenty 
years, which are more reliable, we find the tenth census 
recording the value of products at $233,000,000, with a saw 
product of 18,000,000,000 feet, as against the last census, 
reporting $567,000,000 and 35,000,000,000 feet saw product. 
In other words, the quantity has doubled, its value nearly 
trebled, in these twenty years, indicating a change in value 
of 7 per cent, annually in the average (or 4% per cent. 
compounding) and an increase in material of 5 per cent. 
in the average (or 3% per cent. compounding). The 
population during this period increased by 2.5 per cent. 
in the average, or, compounding, at 2 per cent.; so that 
it appears that our per capita consumption of lumber 
alone has increased at a compound rate of 14 per cent., 
or an average rate per annum of 2% per cent. during the 
twenty years, not including exports, imports, or much 
other material not reported. 

To assure us that this increase in per capita consump- 
tion is a feature of modern industrial activity and higher 
civilization, not confined to the United States, but per- 
taining to all civilized nations, we may look at the import 
statistics of other nations, which give quantities as well 
as values. 

Great Britain, which is practically dependent on im- 

portations, with large resources of coal, iron and stone, and 
hence uses wood, probably, most economically, has in- 
creased its imports during the last forty years at the rate 
of over 5 per cent. in the average (or, compounding, at the 
rate of nearly 3 per cent.), while the population increased 
by less than 1 per cent. per annum. 
» Brance, which as also.relying upon imports to a very 
large extent, shows a still more striking increase of c. 
portations, namely, 10 per cent. per annum for the t 
seventy years, while the population during the whole period 
increased only 20 per cent. Here progressive deforestation 
may account for the great increase of imports. 

But in Germany we know the cut at home has constantly 
increased during the last forty years or more, and yet the 
importations have also increased. While in 1863 her ex- 
ports of forest products still exceeded her imports by 125,- 
ooo tons, after that year a remarkable change has taken 
place, and today Germany is, next to England, the largest 
wood importer in the world, with over 4,500,000 tons ex- 
cess over exports, worth over $75,000,000, an increase of 
10 per cent. per annum in the average for the last forty 
years (or, compounding, at the rate of over 4 per cent.), 
while the population increased only 38 per cent. during the 
whole period. Even the fuel wood consumption in Ger- 
many has not decreased in proportion to the coal consump- 
tion, for from 1872 to 1896 the latter increased 103 per 
cent., while the fuel wood consumption decreased only 18 
per cent. ¢ 

All of which goes to show that a higher civilization and 
increased industrial activity make more demands for such 
a serviceable material as wood. In spite of substitutions, 
new uses arise to keep up the demand, and we in the 
United States who, in the sight of plenty, are not wont to 
save, will probably continue to increase our per capita 
consumption for some time, at least at the rate of Ger- 
many. 

How are these increasing demands to be supplied? Whén 
we have used up our own stores, are there any others to 
draw on? 

Here we must first of all make a sharp distinction be- 
tween the kinds of wood that are needed for use in the 
arts. ¢ 





* These estimates are at simple interest on the basis of the figures 
at the beginning of the period. If a compound interest calculation 
is made, the increase in consumption will be found at the rate of 
somewhat more than 5 per cent. in cost of materials, while the 
population increased at somewhat less than 2% per cent., making 
the annual per capita increase in consumption nearly 3 per cent., 
compounding, in which allowance for increase in price is to be 


made.

PAPER.—The demand for all grades of paper continues 
good. Prices are unchanged. In the jobbing trade the de- 
mand has been somewhat spasmodic since the first of the 
month. Still there has been a satisfactory movement in 
the various grades. News paper, according to the re- 
ports of the sales agents, is worth about 2.45@2.50c. in 
sheets for large orders, and 2.40@2.45c. for sizable orders 
in rolls. Prominent buyers of paper, on the other hand, say 
that they can buy sheets as low as 2.40c., and rolls as low as 
2.35¢. in large quantities. These quotations, if genuine, 
would seem to indicate that News was a little weaker. 
But this statement is denied by the sales agents of the big 
News manufacturing companies. Begining next week 
these gentlemen say the demand should increase, owing to 
the extra call that usually manifests itself from the middle 
of March till about ‘the first of June each year. In Book 
papers the market is firm, notwithstanding some reports to 
the contrary, which emanate principally from the large 
buyers. The Book paper manufacturers claim that the de- 
mand grows stronger as the season advances. Prices on 
Book are unchanged. In regard to Manilas the statement 
is made that while there is a good movement in Wrappings 
with the jobbers, some of the smaller mills are said to be 
making a little extra effort to get new business. This be- 
ing the case there is a little weakness reported this week 
in both No. 1 and No. 2 Manilas. Fibre papers are also 
said to be a little “off” in sympathy with the No. 1 and 
No. 2 Manilas. In Writings the situation is peculiar; the 
outside manufacturers are said to be debating the ques- 
tion of an advance on their better grades of stock, while 
the officials of the American Writing Paper Company pre- 
dict that there will be no immediate change in their price 
list. At least one of the outside Writing mills has already 
notified its New York representative to advance prices 
from %@ic. Boards are in good demand. We quote:
